Gulley, alias Jack Gulley, negro, con- 
fessed slayer of Cox, will probably be 
held next week, according to Brad 
Bright; Nevada county sheriff. Sheriff 
Bright said that he was making ev- 
ery effort possible to hold the trial 
next week. 


"I am trying to get in touch with 


Prosecuting Attorney Dick Huie to 
make arrangements as soon as pos- 
sible. The quicker we get the trial 
over with the better," ho concluded. 


Story of Crime 


Upon his arrest, Gulley denied the 


charge but later confessed, saying 
that ho had called Cox to his house 


Joe White's place near White's 


Chapel on the pretense of buying some 
groceries. The officer's report states 
that when Cox started to get the 
groceries, Gufiey slugged him on the 
head, knocking him unconscious, and 
placed him in the flour bin of the 
truck. They say Gulley then got in 
the truck and drove about three 
miles before wrecking the car. 


Sheriff Brad Bright, Deputy Sheriff 


R. L. Vandivcr, and state officers 
\\'9re called to the scene, of the ac- 
cident at 1 o'clock Friday night and 
found two witnesses who saw the 
negro jump from the wrecked car 
and flee. The officers immediately 
took up the search and, just after 
'daylight*Saturday morning,' found" a 
crowbar, wrapped in a bloody sack,' at 
Gullcy's house, and other evidence 
showing that was where the crime 
took place. 


Changed Clothes

gone from his home through the 
woods to the house of his brother- 
in-law at Willisville where he had 
canged clothes. When arrested, he had 
in his possession some of the money 
he had. taken from Cox. 
Officers 


said that Gulley and his wife had 
separated about three weeks 
ago 


and Gulley had been living alone. 
He is about SO years old. 


Cox was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Alonzo Cox and was about 21 years 
of age. He died without regaining 
:onsciousness.

During the last war the famous and 


much-contested, and two vast and^ 
costly plants Were erected. The aim 
was to manufacture .nitrates for' the 
army's needed high explosives. 


Actually, the plants were never used. 


They Were completed too late and were 
obsolete from an economic stand- 
point. It was cheaper, after the war, 
to produce Citrates from other sourc- 
es. 


Plant No. 1 has not been used since 


then. Plant No. 2 — itself a vast 
structure—was converted in 1934 by 
TV A'-for the production 
of phos- 


phates for fertilizer. 


' Will Furnish Power For 


• ' • • • • • 
Aluminum 


"That plant," says Lilienthal, "will 


frt in our defense program, £ood 
is a vital 'part of defense, and'phos- 
phates will * keep'the'soil fertile. But 
in addition, part of the plant can 
be-con verted to the making of nitrat- 
es—especially if we add to it. By new 
processes we can economically pro- 
duce ammonium nitrates for high 
explosives. Part of the, phosphate could 
also^be.used by the army's chemical 
warfare section." 


Congress recently appropriated $25,- 


000,000 for TVA. This is a supple- 
ment to the regular funds, and is 
designed to make a 
staiV; on a 


$65,000,000 additional power program. 
A. storage dam 
and 
hydro-electric 


power plant will be started at once 
on the Holston river, near Jefferson 
City, Tenn. It is hoped to have 
the plant in operation by the fall of 
1942. It will create 90,000 kilowatts of 
electrical energy. 


The TVA is in a' race with time 


because of the defense program's ur- 
gency. A week after the President 
signed the appropriation bill, all con- 
tracts for the two plants were let. 


_ Main purpose is to furnish alum- 
inum for army and navy airplanes 


An army fighter plane takes some 


five tons of aluminum. The electric 
power it takes to obtain that much 
from bauxite ore and put it into shape 
for use would supply 200 average 
families with electric power for a 
year. 


If aluminum production is not vast- 


ly increased, it is estimated the army's 
aircraft program will face a deficit 
of 63,000,000 pounds of the metal by 


Two Other Plants Customers 


The biggest 
aluminum producing 


and rolling plant in the world is at 
Alcoa, Tenn., the property of the 
Aluminum Company of America. This 


j firm is increasing its plant and pros- 
pective output. The vastly more elec- 
tric power needed will be furnished 
largely by the new TVA plants. Be- 
sides, the company is erecting some 
of its own power plants. 


"Two other big customers for our 


future additional electric power," Li- 
lienthal says, "will be the Vultee 
Aircraft plant at Nashville and a 
new ?20,000,000 duPont powder mill 
near Memphis. 


"The Vultee people recently took 


over the Stimson concern in Nfish- 
VJlle and propose to increase it ten- 
fold, ultimately employing 8000 men.

It was recommended that the grant- 


of-aid program be extended to ad- 
ditiona lareas in 1941 and expanded 
to include the advancing of other 
materials where practicable and that 
the minimum soil-building payment 
of $20.000 per farm which was first 
provided in 1940 to be continued and 
that the ?30 per far tree planting al- 
lowance, as provided in the 1940 pro- 
gram, be eliminated. 


The recommendations do not change 


the general out-lines of the present 
AAA program. Specific provisions of 
the 1941 program are now being draft- 
ed in Washington. J. L. Wright, head 
field oficer for the AAA in Arkansas, 
has been in the capital for the last 
month assisting oficials of the South- 
ern Region of the AAA in preparing 
the state bulletins for 1941.

ROANOKE, Va.-(/P)-Lean-tos and 


cabins to accommodate hiking en- 
thusiasts soon will be strung the 
length of the 2,000-milo Appalachian 
Taril from Maine to Georgia under a 
plan announced here. 


Myron H. Avery of New York', chair- 


man of the Appalachian Trail con- 
ference, while here to inspect some 
relocated links in the rtail, said the 
lean-tos would be constructed about 
one day's walk apart between the 
northern terminus at Katahdin, Me., 
and the southern terminus at Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga. 


A smaller number 
of shelters- 


cabins with cooking 
and 
sleeping 


equipment—will be constructed. Some 
already have been built in southern 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, and north- 
ern Virginia. 


The conference is an affiliation of 


about 30 recreational groups with an 
aggregate membership of 10,000. It 
hopes to complete its shelter and lean- 
to chain to make the trail comparable 
to those in Europe. Members of affil- 
iated groups keep the trail marked 
with signs and white tree blazes. 


One difficulty has been that bears 


have torn down wooden signs in the 
Great Smoky mountains in North Car- 
olina, but plans are to remedy this by 
using metal signs.
